You  may  change  the  structure  of  sentences, 
but  be  careful  not  to  produce  ‘new’  errors.  Remember  that  an  essay  of  opinion  does  not 
have  a specific  audience;  it  is  n^  a letter. 

The  picture  shows  buildings  as  seen  by  you  standing  on  the  street  and 
looking  up.  In  this  picture  you  see  buildings  that  tower  together  to  make  the 
adventure  so  much  more  exciting.  The  building  symbolizes  your  free  spirit. 

The  message  is  that  you 
should  be  yourself  even  if  you  are  not  the  favourite  “building”  of  the  moment.
